The Agricultural Experiment Station at Waltham, 
Massachusetts, says: Among the four hundred var- 
ieties of Asters in the testing gardens of the Waltham 
Field Station, the outstanding variety this year was 
Survivor because of its fine lasting qualities and beau- 
tiful color. 


ASTER NOVI-BELGI, Violetta (Page 19) 


The loveliest, deepest and richest blue Michaelmas 
Daisy. It grows into a rounded bush about 2 feet high 
and about as wide. During September it is completely 
covered with semi-double flowers, from the top of the 
plant to the base not a leaf is visible. It just turns 
into a perfect mound of glittering, deep, violet-blue. 
This is a “‘must”’ for the garden in 1943. 


ASTILBE, Fanal (Page 68) 


This brilliantly colored new Spiraea not only develops 
plants that are delightfully decorative, with their bronzy, 
divided foliage all season, but the flowers are the dark- 
est in color of the family. A sparkling deep garnet, 
a perfect foil for the snowy white spikes of the variety 
Deutschland, the finest and best of all the white As- 
tilbes. 


CAMPANULA, Six Hills Giant (Page 23) 


A bold plant growing 3 feet tall. The flower stems are 
covered for their entire length with beautiful pale blue 
flowers which are star-like and saucer shaped. Valu- 
able because it grows just as well in light shade as in 
full sun. 


CAMPANULA PERSICIFOLIA, Misty Morn 
(Page 24) 
The 30 inch spire-like flower stems are covered with 
beautiful double layender-blue bells. The soft silvery 
shadings of the flowers give them a lovely and most 
delightful appearance. It is a magnificent plant for the 
garden and superb for cutting. 


CHRYSANTHEMUM, Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek 
(Page 30) 
Beautifully formed flowers, fully double, composed of 
stiff petals able to withstand any and all bad weather.

DIANTHUS, Old Spice (Page 35) 


A rare new Clove Pink. It is as hardy as an oak. Habit 
of growth is neat, cushion-like and compact. Stems 
are about 12 inches tall. It flowers prolifically all sum- 
mer and fall, 20 or more flowers on a single plant. 
Color of the beautifully moulded flowers is rich salmon- 
pink like that of the popular greenhouse Carnation, 
Laddie. The spicy fragrance will delight you. 


HELENIOUM, Peregrina (Page 42) 


Is unquestionably the largest flowered of the tall grow- 
ing bronze colored Heleniums. A well grown plant is 
perfectly beautiful in the late summer border. Chip- 
persfield Orange is the best of the late growing copper 
colored varieties. Do not overlook the two lovely dwarfs 
for August bloom. 


HEMEROCALLIS, Hyperion (Page 45) 


The flowers are a fine citron-yellow, produced in great 
numbers on stout stems about 40 inches tall. Few 
plants surpass the vigor and beauty of a well flowered 
clump of this wonderful Day Lily. Buds open well in 
water and emit a most delightful fragrance. Still THE 
BEST yellow Lemon Lily! 
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LEONIAN HYBRID HEMEROCALLIS (Page 45) 


By crossing numerous species and hybrids and recrossing 
and reselecting the plants produced in an almost end- 
less process into fourth and fifth generations, Dr. Leon- 
ian has produced the most remarkable series now in 
existence. In height they vary from 3 to 5 feet. They 
stand on stalwart stems. Their flowers are of every 
shade, from deepest burnt orange through flaming or- 
ange-red into amazing tints of pastel old rose and 
maroon shades, all with a clean and pleasant fragrance. 


PENTSTEMON, Firebird (Page 63) 


The flowers are Foxglove-like in shape and of large 
size, on stems about 18 to 24 inches tall, and are a 
most beautiful crimson overlaid with an orange sheen. 
It flowers profusely all summer and fall, is a cut flower 
par excellence, and a brilliantly showy garden plant. 
Garnet, introduced two years ago, has become a great 
favorite with gardeners because it is so easily grown 
and such a tireless bloomer. You’ll like it as well as 
Firebird. Grandalli is a low-growing gem for the rock 
garden. 


PHLOX, Charles Curtis (Page 60) 


The color is outstanding. Orange or sunset-red, or per- 
haps capsicum- or mandarin-red would probably come 
nearest to it. It is a fine strong grower about 212 to 
3 feet tall, has good clean foliage. The flower head 
is large and unusually clear and sparkling due to the 
fact that the flowers do not discolor in the sun or 
fade with age. 


PHLOX, Atlanta (Page 60) 


Is one of the new patented Wayside varieties. Makes 
huge flower heads of white with lavender shading and 
violet eye. A fine companion to the two Wayside fav- 
orites, Augusta and Columbia. For absolute white and 
excellent heads, nothing beats Mary Louise, introduced 
two years ago. It will be tops in white for many years 
to come. 


RUDBECKIA, White Lustre (Page 66) 


A beautiful stately plant with large pure white star- 
like flowers, the cone of which has a delightful metallic 
lustre not unlike old brass and old copper mixed. The 
stems are stiff, 3 feet high, foliage clean and insect 
free, never bothered by hot or dry weather and just 
about grows anywhere as long as the location is sunny. 


STOKESIA, Blue Moon (Page 69) 


Big 5- to 6-inch blue disc-like flowers on good 24- 
inch long stems. Blue Moon is a fine border plant which 
requires little care, and is consequently a great favorite. 


NEW TRADESCANTIAS (Page 70) 


From the Department of Agriculture of Washington, 
D. C., a collection of beautiful dwarf growing Trades- 
cantias was sent us. Pauline, Cattleya-mauve. Iris 
Pritchard, pure white flowers faintly tinted with violet. 
James Stratton, rich pure deep blue flowers in abund- 
ance. Purple Dome, vividly brilliant purple flowers 
which sparkle with life in sunlight. James Wedguelin, 
free-flowering with porcelain-blue flowers from June 
until September. All grow about 12 inches tall, and are 
well behaved, easily grown garden plants. 


TRITOMA, Coral Sea (Page 70) 


The color of its many flowers is a superbly fine shade 
of pastel coral-red, overlaid with deep rose, a color 
not observed in many cultivated flowers. It has a rich- 
ness and refinement of which you will be instantly con- 
scious. They are graceful and fine for cutting. 


TRITOMA, Maid of Orleans (Page 70) 


Visitors to the nursery tell us that this new Tritoma 
is one of the most delicate yet forceful flowers they 
have ever seen. The rigid spikes are about 36 to 40 
inches tall, and carry long spires of palest empire- 
yellow blooms which when a day old shade through 
palest straw-yellow to ivory-white. In effect we see 
a white flower of great warmth and beauty. A clump 
of these flanked by blue Delphinium or grown for con- 
trast with a red Phlox, will create a stunning picture in 
your garden throughout July and early August. 
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TRITOMA, Springtime (Page 70) 
A fascinating new hardy Tritoma which flowers in late 
June and July. The upper part of the flower is rich 
coral-red, the lower half ivory-white. These sparkling 
and clear contrasting colors hold one’s attention. It is 
hardy and will winter most anywhere. 


VERONICA, Blue Peter (Page 74) 
The flower spikes are of deepest navy blue on stiff 
stems about 15 to 18 inches tall. This variety will re- 
place Blue Spire as soon as it is better known. 


VIOLA, Catherine Sharp (Page 75) 
The flowers are rich violet-blue with lots of character 
and style, grow on stiff stems long enough to permit 
their picking and use for cut flowers. Fine for winter 
flowering in cold frame. 


New Hedge Plant 


THORNLESS BERBERIS THUNBERGI 

(Page 158) 
Here is something many gardeners have been looking 
for. A Barberry without thorns, Innumerable instances 
can be mentioned where this shrub would fit in per- 
fectly because it does not prick you when coming in 
contact with it. In every other respect it is the same 
as the common Barberry, same fruit and brilliant foliage 
in autumn but No Thorns. 


New Shrubs 


BUDDLEIA, Flaming Violet (Page 161) 
The most brilliant of the Butterfly Bushes. The flowers 
are colored an intense imperial purple or doge-violet, 
magnificent under electric light, and make a big show 
in the garden. 


BUDDLEIA, Fascinating (Page 161) 
A soft orchid shaded variety, the best in this color, 
superb for cutting, and a beautiful garden plant. For- 
tune, though introduced in 1939, is still the best of 
the lilac-blue Buddleias. 





New Rose, Douglas MacArthur 
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DAPHNE, Somerset (Page 167) 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully .scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers. 
The fragrance is not unlike that of Daphne Cneorum. 
The foliage is rich dark green, giving the plants the 
effect of Boxwood and it remains green until the be- 
ginning of March when the new leaves push the old 
ones off the branches. 


LACE FLOWER HYDRANGEA (Acuminata) 

(Page 170) 

This new variety is outstanding for its delicately beau- 
tiful and very recorative flat umbels of blooms. The 
small inner flowers are light blue tinted and surrounded 
by large white and rose sterile flowers. The effect 
created is delicate and lacy. The foliage is bronzy- 
green, happily contributing to the general effect. 


DOMOTOI (Hardy semi-double Hydrangea) 

(Page 170) 

This beautiful hardy variety produces large globe- 
shaped clusters of flowers 12 to 15 inches in diameter, 
composed of immense semi-double flowers. Very fre- 
quently the main stem produces 3 or 4 additional small- 
er bloom clusters below the main flower head creating 
a veritable bouquet. The flower heads are well above 
the foliage and last 8 to 10 weeks or more. The color 
is pure pink on alkaline soil but will change to a mag- 
nificent blue if the plant is grown in acid soil. 


HYPERICUM PATULUM, Sungold (Page 173) 


A beautiful, dwarf, twiggy shrub which grows into an 
almost completely oval globe of 2% to 3 feet in diam- 
eter and about 18 to 24 inches in height, dense'y 
covered with foliage that is handsome throughout the 
summer. It bears its cymes of golden flowers at the 
end of every shoot of the summer’s new growth. The 
flowers are bigger and produced in immense quantities 
transforming this lovely plant into a small mound of 
gold when in full bloom. Of particular interest and 
value is its exceptional hardiness.

MOCK ORANGE (Philadelphus) Atlas (Page 176) 


This giant-flowered Mock Orange, with its pure white 
blooms as large as those of Dogwoods, will be sen- 
sational in your garden and we predict will replace 
many of the more common and indifferent shrubs. This 
magnificent hybrid came to us a few years ago from 
France. Hardy, of easy culture, grows most anywhere, 
good upright habit, and covered with immense blooms 
which slightly lack being 3 inches in diameter that are 
magnificent for cutting. Decidedly a ‘‘must’’ for every 
shrubbery border. 
PHILADELPHUS, Belle Etoile (Page 176) 


The milky-white flowers are most unusual in that they 
have a conspicuous, light purple blotch in the center. 
For fragrance, very little more can be asked than the 
perfume wafted through the garden by this lovely bush. 
It’s a vigorous, but neatly growing shrub, develops with 
age into a good looking plant of about 5 feet in height. 
Received the Award of Merit from the Royal Horticul- 
tural Society of Great Britain. 


PHILADELPHUS, Innocence (Page 176) 
The long arching branches carry a wealth of large 
single alabaster-white flowers. So heavily loaded with 
flowers are the slender branches as to assume the ap- 
pearance of sheaves of bloom. They are of such purity 
of whiteness as to make all other Mock Oranges seem 
gray by comparison. The fragrance is delightful, more 
delicate, yet more penetrating, than that of Jasmine. 


PHILADELPHUS, Girandolle (Page 176) 
This lovely low growing shrub has immense quantities 
of fully double milky white roselike flowers of perfect 
form. They are produced in heavy panicles on plants 
about 3 to 3% feet high. This is a most desirable var- 
iety because it is so low growing. 


PHILADELPHUS, Enchantment (Page 176) 
New double Mock Orange, a gorgeous shrub. Has 
erect branches furnished with long thick panicles of 
double white flowers. The blossoms are set very closely, 
creating a most striking effect. Sweetly fragrant. 


POTENTILLA fruticosa, Gold Drop (Page 176) 


A charming small shrub of such compact growth it is 
closely and densely covered with small fern-like leaves 
and studded with intensely brilliant golden yellow but- 
tercup-like flowers from early June until October. This 
delightful shrub may be used in front of the shrub bord- 
er or in the foreground of any perennial planting. 


POTENTILLA fruticosa, Snowflake (Page 176) 


A graceful, small 3 foot high shrub, upright in growth, 
yet compact. Foliage is dense and fern-like in effect. 
From early June until October the plants are studded 
with silvery white, chalice-like blooms. 


SPIREA, Mongolica (Snowbank Spirea) (Page 179) 
This is the earliest flowering of the Spireas, in full 
bloom along with the Forsythias. It is a gracefully 
slender but erect shrub. The branches are thin and 
arching, plentifully besprinkled with pure white flowers 
like snow lingering from winter. It is a dainty and 
very beautiful shrub with feathery fresh green foliage 
that in autumn turns orange and scarlet. 


NEW RUBY WEIGELA, Bristol Ruby (Page 182) 


Makes a shapely plant with attractive rich green foli- 
age. Color is a soft ruby-red shading to garnet-crimson, 
extremely pleasing in effect and without harsh tone. 
Attaining a height of 6 to 7 feet at maturity, it makes 
a perfectly formed, well rounded specimen. 


OTHER NEW SHRUBS 


Do not overlook our 3 new Flowering Peaches, Cardinal, 
Iceberg, and Pink Charming. They are magnificent. 
Their big double flowers transform the small trees in 
early spring into large, brilliantly sparkling bouquets, 
while in early autumn you may pick the fruit which, 
while not large, is delightfully tasty and ripens several 
weeks after the regular peach season. There are the new 
French Hybrid Lilacs. Also four of the best hardy, beau- 
tifully fruited Cotoneasters. The red-fruited Tree Euony- 
mus. Viburnum Burkwoodi in bloom at Tulip time with 
sweet scented, snowball-like flowers. Robinia Monument, 
offered for the first time, is a new upright pink-flowered 
Rose-Acacia.

On soils of a light or medium nature dig 
in plenty of well-decayed manure. In those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. The plants are best grown in groups of 
three or six. Allow a distance of at least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in autumn or 
early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be 
expected later on.

Eximia 
will do well in a similar position, or in the woodland garden, or in a shady 
nook of the rockery. Plant in fall or very early spring, 8 to 12 inches 


apart.

Culture. Thrive well in heavy soils and succeed in sunny or partially 
shaded borders. Best grown in groups of six or more. Plant in autumn 
or early spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with 
pale lavender Tulips.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks or rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Thoroughly mix a liberal supply of good brown 
peat with the existing soil, to give a good start. When the plants have 
become over-grown, lift, divide and replant early in April or fall. For 
a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum Three $1.25, Doz. $4.00, 100 $20.00 
The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture. Try it with Bleeding 
Heart under trees.

Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

Gentians do not like to have roots disturbed, so do not inter- 
fere with them once they are established. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 
8 inches apart.

They will succeed in good, ordinary soil and in sun or light 
shade. Best grown in a colony by themselves. Plant in autumn or 
spring, 12 inches apart.

Culture. Grow in good, ordinary soil in groups in sunny borders. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 12 inches apart, and divide and replant every 
second year, as the roots are of spreading habit. 


Virginica, Vivid Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
This is a new dwarf variety about 20 inches high, and a great improve- 
ment. It blooms three weeks later than the others, the flowers are a 
deeper pink; much larger and better, lasting a long time when cut.

Culture. They require a sandy loam which is well drained and not too 
rich. Do well in the rock garden in full sun or light shade. May be used 
also as an edging to beds or garden paths. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 
inches apart; cover lightly during winter in exposed places. 


*Larpentae Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
One of the most desirable border and rock plants. It is of dwarf spread- 
ing habit, growing 6 to 8 inches high, covered with brilliant blue. flowers 
during late summer and fall.

Not adapted for damp or 
heavy soils. Reptans does well in a shady location under trees. Plant in 
autumn or early spring about a foot apart. Divide and replant every 
third year. 


Blue Pearl ; Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
The lovely and clear baby-blue flowers are freely produced in April and 
May. Does well in sun or shade. Foliage very ornamental throughout 
entire summer.

POLYANTHUS - Bunch Primrose

Culture. Cashmeriana will succeed in good, loamy soil freely mixed 
with leaf mold. Veris requires a damp, rich loam freely mixed with 
leaf mold and peat. All require light shade. Most gardens contain a 
damp, shady spot, and this would be an ideal place for growing hardy 
Primulas. Plant in early spring or early fall, 4 to 6 inches apart. 


*Auricula alpina, Giant Hybrids Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
One of the treasures of the rock garden. The growth is very attractive, 
forming rosettes of thick leaves, sometimes farinose or mealy. The flower 
stalks rise to a height of 6 to 8 inches, bearing heads of bloom of var- 
ious colors; exceedingly fragrant.

Culture. They should be grown in light, ordinary or sandy soil and on the 
margins of sunny borders. Heavy, damp soils are not suitable, Plant in 
autumn or spring, 12 inches apart. They must have a full sunny position. 
When the plants get overcrowded, divide and replant in spring. 


Lady Rolleston Each 60c, Three $1.50, Doz. $5.00 
For those who have trouble wintering the Geums, the new hybrid Poten- 
tillas will be most welcome.

Grow in ordinary soil in groups in the shady, mixed border, in 
masses under the shade of deciduous trees, or in the rock garden. Plant 
10 inches apart in autumn or early spring.

They produce showy flowers of all shades of color, except blue and yel- 
low, freely on long stems throughout spring, which are of inestimable 
value for cutting. They grow in neat, compact tufts, and have elegant, 
finely cut foliage, which adds to the attractiveness of the plants. 
Culture. Plenty of well-rotted manure should be freely mixed with the 
soil before planting. The position, too, must be a sunny one. The best 
time to plant is in spring; early fall planting is also very successful. Grow 
them in groups of not less than three plants, planted a foot to 15 inches 
apart. In dry weather give copious supplies of water. As soon as the first 
flowers have faded, cut the flowering stems back to their base. Every 
third year divide and replant in early spring.

Culture. The mossy Saxifragas are best suited for shady borders or rock 
gardens, will do well in good, ordinary soil. Plant in March or early fall. 
The Megasea or large-leaved kinds will thrive in ordinary, good, rich 
soil in well drained borders, by the waterside, or in the rockery. May be 
grown in sun or shade. Should be watered freely in dry summer. McNab- 
lana is best grown in stony soil in the rockery in full sun. Plant early fall 
or spring, 8 inches apart. 


**MacNabiana Each 65c, Three $1.75, Doz. $5.50 
‘This plant is a splendid sort for wall garden or in crevices in the rock 
garden. Foliage is gray-green in form of a rosette and quite stiff, from 
the center comes a flower spike about 12 inches long covered with small, 
white blossoms speckled with pink.

A full 
sunny position is essential.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 

body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 
_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used» must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 

Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel\2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 

Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

CARE OF TREE ROSES 


Plant in spring and stake securely, tying them with strips of rubber or 
cloth to prevent chafing the stems, and then treat the crown like any 
Hybrid Tea. 

PRUNING: Cut back the crowns of freshly planted Standards to 3 or 
4 eyes. Subsequent pruning consists of cutting back the past season’‘s 
growth to 3 or 4 eyes. 

WINTER PROTECTION: Cut the plant away from the stake, then 
bend the stem slowly till the head rests on the ground. Loosening the 
roots with a digging fork, on the side opposite from that in which the 
plant is to be bent, will allow the bending to be done without too much 
strain. Drive a stake in at the neck and tie securely, then cover the head 
with soil.

Responding to this need, my new Rose originations 
cover the full range of colors, and many of these new 
climbing Roses have flowers as large and fine as any 
existing Hybrid Tea. Further, as Dooryard or Hedge 
Roses there has resulted a form and shape of plant 
not hitherto seen. See Mabelle Stearns, page 102. 
These results were accomplished through painstaking 
and eventually successful experiments in the intro- 
duction of other species strains not previously used. 


1 am working still further to augment these qual- 
ities so that Roses may be wintered over successfully 
even in the far North. 


It has been arranged to have The Wayside Gardens 
Company introduce and disseminate these new Roses 
of my origination. Several dozens of new creations 
are under test, but only those of decided merit will be 
marketed. The varieties offered this year, each one 
well worth while in itself, form, | believe, the begin- 
ning of a new and most valuable strain of Roses. They 
will be offered under the designation of “‘Horvath’s 
Setigera and Xanthina Hybrids.”

ACHIMENES 


Until a few years ago we thought that these charming little summer 
flowering bulbs cou'd be cultivated only in greenhouses. We have 
recently learned, however, that they may be successfully grown out- 
doors which materially reduces their cost as well as increases their 
usefulness. They love light shade and a reasonable amount of moisture.

Lage Fowered Glamnath 


Only in recent years have American gardeners been able to enjoy the rare beauty of the many 
Clematis hybrids. These European garden treasures are notable for their spectacular flowers. Out- 
standing in color and in form, they lend dignity and charm to any garden. Grown on trellises, 


arbors, pergolas, old tree stumps, and walls 


, these climbing plants often flaunt their beauty in high 


places where they may be enjoyed from many parts of the garden. 
Both the large- and the small-flowered varieties are well worth growing. While the large-flowered 
forms provide great richness of color, the small-flowered kinds impress us with their curiously 


formed flowers. 


From a decorative standpoint these Clematis hybrids are most useful. They last well when cut 


and lend themselves to many unique arrangements. 


Culture. They need a rich, deep, well drained soil; in fact, drainage 
should be perfect and the soil should be prepared at least 2 feet deep, 
using plenty of sharp sand and well-rotted manure. The roots must be 
sent straight down, the whole plant must be deeply set, the crown should 
be not less than 3 inches beneath the surface of the soil. Provide support 
and protect the runners produced the first year from frost with straw or 
small piece of burlap. No protection required after first winter.

There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally 
thought. Descriptions below are condensed because the species 
to which each variety belongs covers the major points. The two 
important species are: Wisteria Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, 
characterized by large fragrant flowers in compact clusters of 
medium length. They come into bloom very young and all the 
flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
: leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as 
| Wisteria Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender 
: racemes of smaller flowers. Those at top are fully open while 





the lower ones are only small unopened buds. This of course 

lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are pretty well 
out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner 
7 to induce early bloom rather than a lot’ of useless wood. Seed- 
lings or plants improperly propagated may go eight or ten years 
| without ever producing a flower. We maintain that if wood 
) is the main thing wanted, it is more economical to patronize 
a lumber yard than a nursery. 


For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves 
have fallen; never during spring or summer as this induces too 
much growth and no flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias 
to full sun if you want an abundance of blooms.

All the species of Cotoneaster will thrive either in shade or full sun, 
and are very suitable for growing under trees, “clothing” north or 
other walls, and for covering wet, dry, or shady banks, etc. 

The outstanding characteristics of this genus are the beautiful, con- 
spicuous clusters of berries, ranging in color from brilliant orange- 
scarlet, through varying shades of red to black, all preceded by a 
profusion of white or pinky white flowers wreathing the branchlets, 
and also in many species the rich autumnal colorings of their foliage.
